A SIMPLE AND EFFECTIVE RI'TY TUNING INDICATOR - RTTY tuning indicators take 
all forms - diagonal lines, crossed lines, wing lines, eye winkers, meters 
_ etc. Now here comes the flashing lights! By the use of two diodes and a 
couple of NE-2 neon lamps, a very effective RTTY tuning indicator may be 
added to the two tone detector. The merits of this unit should be evident 
from the following: 1. Low cost, about 50 cents if you have to buy the 
parts. 2. Easy to install - a few minutes - no circuit changes envolved. 
3. Minimun of space - two 3/8" holes in the panel. 4. Accurate tuning com- 
parison tests equals all other types. 5. Relative signal levels indicated. 
6. Pretty to look at! 


The voltage across the complete secondary terminals of the two one type TU 
detector amounts to approximately 100 volts when a tone is received. By 
connecting a NE-2 neon lamp across the secondary in series with a diode 
polorized opposite to that of the detector diode. The neon lamp will light 
when a tone is received. The lamp draws current on the opposite half-cycles 
that the detector uses. No noticeable loading is observed. 


By connecting one neon lamp to the mark transformer and one across the 
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spa. transformer, they will alternately glow as the mark and space tones 
are received. At normal signal levels the lamps will glow about full 
brillance. If the signal level fades too far they will of course go out. 
ff this happens at the minimum level required for proper operation, what 
could be better? Tuning in a RITY signal is quite simple. As one tunes 
toward a steady carrier, first the space lamp will light, goes out, and 
then the mark lamp will light. If one has tuned in the right direction 
when the RITY signal comes on, space and mark will be at the right tones 
Lor RITY copy.
